Convention’s Provisions 


The Convention declares that, 
prisoners of war will be treated, 
at all times “with humanity and 
be protected especially against 
acts of’ violence, insults and the 
curiosity of the vublic. Measures 
of reprisal are forbidden.” 

It also says that prisoners of 
war have the right to respect 
of their personality and honour. 
“Differences in treatment be- 

tween the prisoners is not per- 
mitted except when based upon 
military grade, state of physical 
or mental health,” the Conven- 
tion orovides. This article is strict- 
lv followed in German camps in 
that no distinction is made be- 
tween Jewish and non-Jewish 
prisoners. In many cases the’ 
condition of Jewish prisoners of 
war in German’ camps is much 
preferred to that of civilian Jews 


Regulations concerning the 
quarters in which prisoners are 
kep’ are supposed furthermore to 
provide fresh air, cleanliness, and 
proper humidity. Camps vas ir 
soners may not be confined ex- 
cept for safety or reasons of 
health, but must be allowed free- 
dom of movement within the 
camp buildings and camp 
grounds, In Germany after the 
French and Polish wars, because 
of the Jarge number of the pri- 
soners, the temporary camps were 
behind in a good many of these 
requirements. Permanent camps 
have since been arranged and 
conditions are greatly improved. 


‘Buildings Are Adequate

A frequent offence in German 
camps against the regulations of 
the Convention of Geneva is the 
lack of a canteen for purchase of 
food and small articles. Canteens 
are. however, being instaltied as 
rapidly as possible upon the re- 
quest of the International Red 
Cross Committee. Where there 
are canteens. however, the men 
frequently lack the money to 
make use of them. 

Clothes is another problem in 
{he German camps. According to 
the Convention, prisoners must 
be clothed by the detaining pow- 
er. There have been frequent 
complaints of lack of warm clioth- 
ing and footwear. This is perhaps 
natural In view of the shortage 
of cotton and wool in Germany. 
Some supplies have been brought 
from England and America by the 
Red Cross. 

Water is p'entiful. Warm show- 
ers are sometimes provided, al- 
though not required in the Con- 
vention. The Germans are doing 
their best to protect the health of 
prisoners as a safeguard for {ts 
own civil population.

reporied the interview in the very 
terms which Churchill used in 
discussing it before the House of 
Commons on June 26. 

Loss of faith in Paul Reynaud 
was the bitterest of all the bitter 
revelations of thosé tragic days. 
We had been close friends for 
twenty-five years. He was, I 
firmly believed, the one man with 
talent and courage enough to 
lead us safely through stormy 
days. But in Tours I could no 
longer escape the conviction that 
he had become a tool of the 
Petain-Laval faction. 


On June 14 the government and 
the services moved to Bordeaux— 
the “fAfth column” following 
faithfully. On the 15th I went to 
see Jean Prouvost, Minister of In- 
formation, in the little office which 
he occupied at the Havas press 
agency.

He 
seemed very philosophical in re- 
gard to the war.

added, “IT have it on good 
authority that Winston Churchill 
is on the point of sending us a 
proposal which amounts to mak~ 
ing France an English dominion.”

The Harvard Tercentenary

Sunday, June 16, was the sinis- 
ter day. There were three meet- 
ings of the Council. Marshal 
Petain had at last become very 
articulate. He would not accept 
the English proposal of merger.

On the ques- 
tion of removing the government 
to North Africa he was even 
more emphatic, He declared that 
1¢ was a soldier and would not 
jee France if she were beaten. 

The Minister for Aviation, 
Laurent-Eynac, then remarked 
that the French Empire was still 
France and that there was no 
question of fleeing but of going 
on with the fight instead of sur- 
rendering, 

“Well,” said the marshal, “if 
you think it courageous to take’ 
a boat and Jeave France now, do 
it, I shall not. If this motion is 
voted on I will resign.” 

Jean Prou¥Vost applauded this 
statement and said that if the 
‘marshal was obliged to resign on 
| this point he would see that the 
fuct was brought to the knowledge 
of the whole country by the wires 
of the Ministry of Information. 

Reynaud’s part consisted in 

saying that he was in favour of 
going on with the war but that 
he would accept the vote of the 
majority, whatever it might be. 
To insure a majority in favour of 
capitulation, he had called in the 
under secretaries to vote. 
The vice-president of the Coun- 
1, with Marshal Petain, was M. 
Camille Chautemps, whose at- 
titude for the last week or so had 
been very strange. His position 
was that before deciding to_con- 
tinue the war in Africa the Coun- 
cil should ask Hitler what his 
terms were. This was nonsense, 
of course, and simply a_ veiled 
method of surrendering.

Soldiers are busy digging fresh 
trenches in the parks and are un- 
winding new barbed wire to for- 
tify almost every bush and tree, 
but the Bishop’s poser is per- 
1 plexing lots of persons here. 

It's this way: 


Britain's churches are locked at 
night. Comes the invader. What 
happens? Some one has got to get 
| the key, which usually is kept at 
the rectory. The rectory often is 
some distance, perhaps miles, from 
the church, 


Suppose panting Paul Reveres 
reach the rectory. Comes more 
confusion. Parson must be 
roused. 


Suppose the parson hasn't got 
the key. He must refer one to the 
verger, who must be found, 
awakened and asked for the key. 

In any event, the verger, or 
some expert bell-ringer, should 
be on hand to ring the bells be- 
cause church bell ringing is not 
like ringing a dinner bell, experts 
point out, and an amateur might 
crack the be'l or jam the clapper 
after the first clang.
